Relation of what befel them m that 
Expedition : moſt of which I have 
heard confirmed by others, who were 
aftually preſent in all thoſe Adven- 
tures : For that reaſon I thought 
it might not be unacceptable to "the 
world. To which I have only this to 
add , That this Emperor of Darien 
bad been formerly ſurprized by the 
Spaniards, and by them carried to 
Panama , where he learnt mdiffe- 
rently the Spaniſh Language , and 
was called by them Sennor don An- 
dreas :

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dreas: Put he, after his eſcape, 


for their kind treatment of him, bas 
never ceaſed making War upon them , 

| always falling on whereever he ſees 
any good opportunity ; and when like 
to be overpowered, he retreats amon 
bis Fills , Woods,and Rivers,with which 
laſt his Countrey i is very well ſtored, and 
ſo baffles the induſtrious revenge of his 
Enemies. The exattF linuts "of that 
Which is properly called the Province 
or Diſtrift of Darien ( which our 


Author has omitted to give 4s) are 


thus def cribed, 


It is bounded on the South by the 
Kingdom of New Granada ; Fd the 
Gulf of Uraba or Darien on the 
Eaſt; by the South Sea on the Weſt ; 
and on the North by the Provmce 
of Panama; to which Government 
this is now annexed, I mean, ſq 
much as the Spaniards have of «t. 
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Je took its name from the River ſa 
called, running into the South Sea, and 
has a ſmall Town, though once a great 
City, called Santa Maria del Da- 
rien , but more commonly ,” Santa 
Maria only , and ſometimes la An- 
tigua , ſignifying the Ancient Ci- 
ty. 


| The next thinz which is a ſhort 
Account of Van Horns taking la 
Vera Cruz, being. more Modern , 
and of the ſame nature, 1 added ; ta- 
gether with the deſtroying the French 
Pyrates by Captam Carliſle, that it 
may be . ſeen what care is taken to 
ſuppreſs ſuch as moleſt. Jo conſiderable 
a ſupport of our Nation , as is onr 
Trade and Commerce. with . Foreign 
Countries ; of which that. with Spain 
is not the leaſt: for by it more. of 
our Manufa@ures, are taken off, than 
by any other whatſoever. Beſides 
As wg this 
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this of Captain Carliſle's, if I had 
the leaſure, I could have given an 
account of ſeveral others, both Men 
of War , and Merchant-Ships , fit- 
" ted and manned out as ſuch , by the 
Goverours of Jamaica, Barbados, 
and the Leeward Iſlands , 9 pur- 
poſe for ſcouring the Seas of the 
Buccameres or Dyrates , who bemg 
a mixture of divers Nations, but 
the greateſ part of them ' French 
and Dutch, make Prize of all they 


meet. 


The third Relation is of Sir Hen- 
ry Morgan, which according to me- 
thod onght to have been placed firſt, but 
I had no intentions of printing that , 
till T had read over and conſidered 
the [aid Hiſtory of Buccanieres, and 
then thought my ſelf obliged no lon- 
ger to conceal ſuch an Authentick ac# 
count of that Expedition : 'To which 
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I have adjomed the Preſident of 
Panama's Letter, which was inter- 
cepted, goings for Spain , and con- 
firms ( if need were) the Credit of 
the precedent Relation. 


As to the laſt Paper, m which

A- 
bout twelve in the night we came to a 
Watering place, where we gat drink, the

fine the Ore, we thought it beſt to go 
look for it where it was to be had with 
the King of Spains Arms on it, for 
we like other Children loved Pictures 
ſtrangely.

overthrew our deſign, yet we took a 
Bark at the Rivers mouth loaden with

About fifteen days after, /Van Horn 
dyed of his Wound which had gan- 
greened, and was thrown into the Sea 
off of Cape Fucatan, leaving his Son, 
a Youth of about ten or twelve years 
of Age, tothe value (as they ſay) of 
twenty thouſand Pounds Sterling on 
Poard; and his Lieutenant Gramort , 
took upon him the command of the 
Ship, intending for Peri Guave. 

Laurence and the reſt of the Fleet were 
ſeen not long after, off of the Iſland of 
Jamaica, and went for Guantenamo, Aa 
Port on the South ſide of Cuba : ſince 
that, Spyrre and three or four hundred 
more of them, are ſaid tobe dead ; and 
his excellency Sir Thomas Linch the 
Governour of Famaica, was endea- 
youring to ſeize Spurre's Sloop.

made up to, and coming to her, found 
her a Ship laden with Cables, Cordage, 
and other neceſſaries for Shipping, and 
deſigned for ſupply of the Pyrates ; 
wherefore they hkewiſe ſet Fire to, 
and burnt her, and then again ſet 
fail for this Iſland, where they fafely 
arrived with the four pyrate Priſoners, 
who upon Examination , confeſled , 
That the day before the T rompeuſe was 
burnt, they had landed in the Caſtle

OR this purpoſe were four hun- 
dred and ſeventy men, in three 
_ forthwith difpatched away , 
under the command of Captain Joſeph 
Buzgdlcy, with three other Captains, 
and four Lieutenants. On the 27. they 
were ſafely landed within four Miles of 
the Caſtle, by twelve a Clock at Night; 
By two they had made their approach 
within Shot one of the other; and by 
three a Clock had got into their Tren- 
ches , where they continued fighting 
till eight in the Morning : from whence 
they had returned without effeQting 
their deſign, if in plying their Grana- 
does, they had not ſet a Guard-houſe 
on fire, that ſtood upon the Walls, 
which cauſed a breach ; where our Men

couragioully ſtormed, and the enemy 
as bravely detended, to the laſt Man ; 
and obſtinarely refuſing Quarter, it coſt 
them the lives of three hundred and fix- 
ty Men. Of our fide were thirty kil- 
led out right, -one Captain, and one 
Lieutenant, and ſeventy fix wounded, 
whereof the brave Bradley was one, 
with two Lieutenants, who dyed with- 
in ten dayes after, of their Wounds, 
to the great grief of the Admiral, and 
of all our Fleet in general.

Anuary the ſecond 1679. Admiral 
Morgan arrived with the whole 
Fleet, and underſtanding that the Ene- 
my lay with Forces to endeavour 
the re-taking of the Caſtle of Chagre, 
he gave order for the Fleet to follow, 
him into the Harbour ; but five of 
the foremoſt, had the ill fortune to be 
calt away, amongſt which the Ship 
wherein the Admiral himſelt was , 
was one, and four more, but they 
{ſaved their Men. 

The reſt of the Fleet being come 
in, they prepared to go up the River, 
where the Admiral underſtood our 
Enemies had entrenched themſelves, 
and had fix ſeveral Retreats, in Breaſt- 
Works ; whereupon he gave order, 

That 
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That ſeven fail of the leſſer Ships, AA 
ſhould be fitted to go up the River, 1670. 


and filPd them 'with Men, and great 
Guns, leaving three hundred to guard 
the Caſtle and the Ships, under the 
command of Captain Richard Nor- 
may. 

Munaay the ninth , Admiral Mor- 
gan began to ſet forward with four- 
reen hundred Men, in the faid ſeven 
Ships, and thirty ſix Boats. 

The twelfth day he got to the firſt 
Intrenchment, which the Spazzarads 
had balely quitted, and ſet all on fire, 
as they did all the reſt without ſtriking 
a ſtroak for it. 

Here he was forced to leave the 
Ships and Boats, ( being unable to get 
them conveniently up further ) with 
two hundred Men to guard them , 
under the command of Captain Rc- 
bert Delander, and we betook our ſelves 
to our march through the wild Woods, 
where was no Road nor Path for 
four and twenty Miles together , but 
what our Pioneers cut and made for 
us. 
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RAS The fourteenth, our Admiral with 

1670. our Army, arrived within two Miles 

74s) of Venta Cruz, the place where we 
{hould have landed, if we had been 
able to have got our Veſſels up fa high : 
And here we came to a narrow and 
dangerous Paſs , which the Enemy 
thought to have ſecured, and put a 
ſtop to our further progreſs in that de- 
ſgn; but indced they were preſently 
routed by our Forlorn, commanded 
by Captain Thomas Rogers, thereſt of 
our Men never being put to the trou- 
ble of firing one Shot, and without 
ſuſtaining, any loſs, ſaving three Men 
ſlightly wounded, but the Enemies 
loſs we cou!d never learn. 

January the fifteenth, we arrived 
at VextaCruz upon the River of Chagre, 
which is 2 very handſome Village , 
and the place where they land and 
embark a!l the Goods which - come 
and go to Paxama: And where we 
thought we might meet with ſome 
Proviſions, having marched three 
days with but a very flender Dyer, 
but found this ( as the reſt of the 
places we had paſſed) allon fire, and 
the Inhabitants and Souldiers all fled. 
Ep Th The 
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The ſixteenth we marched on ior- 
wards, the Enemy palling us from 
their Ambuſcades, and by 1mall Par- 
ties , and we ſtill beating them tor 
a League together ; although they 
had all che advantage of us that could 
be, by reaſon of the Ways bzing ſo 
narrow that we could ſeldom march 
above four a Breaſt, and was for 
the molt part ſo deep and hollow, that 
the Enemy could: keep over our heads 
ro annoy us. 

About Noon we got ſafely to che 
Savanas OT open Fields, with the 
lols bur of three Men killed out- 
right, andſix or ſeven wounded: and 
of the Enemy, twenty killed, and 
one Captain, beſides many wound- 
cd. About three Miles further, we 
rook up our Quarters, to refreſh 
our Men, and thank God for the ſuc- 


ceſsful ſervice of that day. 


The ſeventeenth we continued our 
march without any oppoſition, and 
about nine a Clock in the Morning 
ſaw that defired and long wiſhed tor 
ſight, the South gs. and nor fur 
diltant from us & ly parcel of 
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NAA Cattle and Horſes feeding. Where- 

3979. upon our Admiral commanded a 

January general halt to be made ; and gave 
our Men leave to kill Horſes aud 
Beeves enough to feait us all. 

At at out tour a Clock in the Af- 
rrnocn, our Men having retretled 
themſelves very well, we marched 
on again ; and at hve came within 
fight of the Enemy., where he was 
drawn up in Battalia , with two 
thouſand and one hundred. Foot, and 
ſix hundred Horſe; but finding the 
day far ſpent, the Admiral thought 
it not fit toengage, but took up quar- 
ters within a mile of chem, where 
we lay very quiet ; not being ſo much 
as once allarmed. 

The next Morning being the eigh- 
tcenth, our Admiral gave out ve- 
ry early his Orders, To draw out 
his Men in Battalia; which was ac- 
cordingly performed, and they were 
drawn up 1n form of a Tertia, The 
Vanguard, which was led by Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Prince, and Major 
Tohn Morris, was in number three 
hundred Men. The main Body, con-

taining ſix hundred Men, the "dO 


right Wing thereof was led by the 
Admiral, and the Lett by Colonel 
Edward Collyer. The Rere-Guard con-

Our Admiral, after having viewed 
his Men, and encouraged them, com- 
manded the Othcers all to repair to 
their reſpective charges, Mean while 
the Enemy being drawn up1n an ad- 
vantagious place, {till kept their ſta- 
tion, nor wouldat all move, though 
ofren provoked by us , fearing to 
loſe the ſecurity of their Ground : 
Which our Admiral perceiving, pre- 
ſently gave order, That our Officers 
ſhould wheel our Body to the left, 
and endeavour to gain a Hill which 
was hard by, and which if once gain- 
ed, we ſhould then force the Enemy 
to engage, to their great diſadvan- 
tage; becauſe he could not be able 
to bring out of his great Body, any 
more Men to fight ata time, than 


we ſhould out of our ſmall ; and- 


that we ſhould likewiſe have the 
advan-

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advantage, both of the Wind and 
Sun. 

Our Officers ſtreight put chis com- 
mand in execution , and 1n a ſmall 
time we gained the Hill, rogether 
with a little dry Paſſage , ot con- 
venience for us. So rhe Enemy 
was conſtrained to hght us upon 
their haſty march, not having room 
enough to wheel their whole Body , 
by reaſon of a great Bogg, which was 
juſt at their Rear, and before which 
they had purpoſely drawa up, to en- 
trap us: But we having thus chan- 
ged our Ground, that proved in the 
upſhot to be of prejudice to them- 
ſelves. 

We being thus advanced, Dor 
Franciſco de Haro, who commanded 
their Cavalry, with his Horſe gave the 
firſt Charge to our Vanguard, which 
he did very furiouſly, coming up- 
on the full ſpeed ; and we havin 
no Pikes among us, our Admire 
gave order, That we ſhould double our

They had all their 
Streets barricadoed, and in many of 

them had alſo planted great Guns ; 

the number of which amounted in 

all to thirty two Braſs Guns : But 
inſtead of fighting after all this pre- 
paration, the Preſident cauſed the

done with ſuch haſt, that he blew 1979- 


up forty of: his Souldiers in it. We 
followed them 1nta the Town, where 
in the Place Mayor, or chief Mar- 
ket place, they made a ſhort re- 
ſiſtence , firing ſome of their grear 
Guns at us, with which they killed 
us four Men, and wounded five. 


At three a Clock in the After- 


noon, we had quiet poſſeſſion. of 
the City, although in. Flames, with 
no more loſs on our fide in this days 
work, than five Men killed, and ten 
wounded ; but of the Enemy about 


four hundred. And now were. we © 


forced to put all Hands to work for 
the quenching the Fire of our Ene- 
mies Houſes, which they themſelves 
had'kindled to diſappoint us of the 
Plunder ; bur all our labour was in 
vain, for by twelvea clock at Night, 
all the whole City was burnt, ex- 
cept a part of the Suburbs, which 
with our great induſtry, we made a 
{ſhift to ſave, being two Churches, 
and about three hundred Houſes.

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CQUAA Thus was that ancient and famous 


City of Panama conſumed and laid in 
Aſhes; being the greateſt Mart for 
Silver and Gold in the whole World : 
for it receives all the Goods and Mer.

firſt landed at Puerto Belo and Venta 
Cruz, andthence brought on Mules, 
and by other land-Carriage, hither ;

ners of all ſorts: And kept Barks like- 
wile cruiſing in the South Sea, and 
fetching off Priſoners from Tobogaand 
other Iſlands near that Coaſt, to 
which the Spaniards had fled with their 
Families. | 


Febrwary 
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February the fourteenth, we quit- 
ted Panama, and began our march to- 
wards our Ship with all our Priſfo- 
ners, and the next day came to YVex- 
ta Cruz, at about two 1n the After- 
noon, which is about fifteen Ergl:ſb 
miles. Here we ſtayed refreſhing our 
ſelves till the four and twentieth, giv- 
ing the Spaniards opportunity to ran- 
ſom their Priſoners. The twenty 
ſixth we got to Chagre; which we 
found in good order fince our leaving 
it. And here we divided the Plun- 


der among(t the Souldiers and Sea- 


men, which amounted to about thirty 
thouſand Pound Sterling. 

March the ſixth, we fired the Caſtle 
of Chagre, having firſt ſpiked the 
Guns ; and then embarked for our 
Voyage towards Jamaica; where in 
a ſhort time, we ſafely arrived. 

The reaſon why we got no more 
wealth in that expedition, was, be- 
cauſe they had two Months notice of 
us, before our coming, and convey- 
ed moſt of their Treaſure away on 
board their Ships, to be tranſported 
to Lima in Peru ; one of which Ships

Two meſtiſes called the 
Sollices and a Negro of ©regoa, offered 
with a hundred Men to regain the Caſtle, 
or ſo to diſorder the Enemy in caſe 
they ſhould attempt to come up the Ri- 
ver, as to hinder them : And for fear 
they ſhould gain rhe Caſtle of Say7es, 
TI ſent Gz! de /a Torre who had been 
I teutenant there, to Govern and Defend 
it. But neither of theſe complied with 
their undertaking ; for having ſent two 
hundred and fifty choſen Men, inſtead 
of the one hundred they had defired , 
with rhe Sollices, who meeting the E- 
nemy on the River, neither durſt they 
ſtay to Fight him, as they might have 
done, nor did they paſs on to regain 
rhe Caſtle of Chagre : Bur rather went 
round by the Mountain, and came out 
at Capira, after which they all diſperſ- 
ed withoat doing any good at all. 


Tn this conjunfture having had the 
misfortune to have keen lately Blooded 
three times for an Eryfpelas, ] had in 
my right Leg, I was forced to riſe out 
of my Bed, and march to Gztaba/ m_ 

{ 
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the reſt of the People, which I had rai- 
ſed in Panama ; where I flaid until [I 


underſtood the exact courſe of rhe E- 7? /<* 


nemies march, becauſe I would be ſure 
not to miſs them, for they might have 
gone by Barbacoa, Port Gilloa and Puerto 
de loes Naos. | 


With me I took eight hundred Men, 
and three hundred Negroes, that were 
Vaſſalls, and Slaves of the A4ſſertijtaes. 
And from the atorefaid place, I ſent to 
Cruzes three hundred Men, among(t 


whom went one hunared /ndians of 


Darien, with their Commanders ; Of 
theſe I had greater Credit and Opinion 
than of any others, yet had not theſe 
the courage to perform any thing, 


Having been a day in Guiaba/, and 
my Men pretty well refreſhed, I re- 
ceived a Letter from a Negro Captain, 
called Prado, 1n which he aſſured me 
that the Enemy marched againſt us 
two thouſand ſtrong ; which News fo 
much diſcouraged my Men, that they 
ceaſed not to 1importune and prefs me 
to return to the Town, proteſting thev 
would defend themſelves in it to the laſt. 
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But it beingimpoſlible thento fortife it, 
it having many entrances, and the Houſes 
all built of Wood ; ſo ſoon as the Ene- 
my ſhould once make a breach, we 
ſhould quickly be expoſed to their fury, 
and forced miſcrably ro ſhiit for our 
ſelves ; for which reaſons I conſented 
not to them. Next morning at break 
ot day, I found my ſclf with not above 
one third part of my Men. the reſt ha- 
ving-deſerted me. 50 that I was con- 
{trained to return back to the City, to 
perſwade them to Fight there at Pana- 
21, there being no other remecy. 


I arrived on Saturday night at Panama, 
and Sunday morning, went to the great 
Church, where having received the Ho- 
ly Communion before our Bleſſed Lady 
of Immaculate Conception, with great 
Devotion. I went to the principal guard, 
and to all that were preſent, I expreſſed 
my felt to this effect. 7hat all theſe, 
who were True Cathalicks, Defenders of 
the Faith, and Devetu's of our Lady of 
Pure and Immaculate Conception, ſhould 
follew my Perſon, being that ſame day at 
four a Clock in the afterneen, reſeived to 
march out to ſeek the Enemy, and with 

this 
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this caution, that he that ſhould refuſe to RANA 


do it, ſhould be held for Infamons and a 


Coward, baſely ſlighting ſo preciſe an 7 


QUligation. 

All proffered me their aſſiſtance, ex- 
cept thoſe that had ſlunk from me at 
Guiabal ; And when I had drawn them 
up in order, I carried the chict of them 
to the great Church, where in the pre- 
ſence oft our Lady of Pure and Immacu- 
late Conception, I made an Oath to dic 
in her Defence ; And1 gave her a Dia- 
mond Ring of the Value of forty thou- 
{and pieces of Eight, in token of Com- 
pliance with my word, and heartily in- 
voked her aid. And all preſent made 
the ſame Oath, with much fervour. 


The Images of the Pure and Immacu- 
late Conception,ever ſince the day of the 
Fight at Chagre Caſtle, had been carried 
out in general Proceſſion, attended by 
all the Religious, and Fraternity of the 
Cathedral of St. Francis, that of the 
Nuns of our Lady of the Refaris, thoſe 
of San. Domingo, and thoſe,of th: Mer- 
cedes, together with all the Saints and 
Patrons of the Religious. And alwavs 

4 the 
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Pilgrimage, preſenting them to the at- 
forelaid !mages, Saints and Patrons. ' 


After this I marched with my Army 
about a League trom Panama having with 
me three Field pieces covered with lea- 
ther and charged. And from that place 
[ ordered another Party with two 0- 
ther Guns, of the Men which came trom 
the River, being above three hundred, 
to advance towards the Enemy, which 
neither did any good. 


This Body of Men which I had thus 
brought with me, was compounded of 
two forts, Valiant Military Men, and 
faint hearted Cowards,many of them ha- 
ving all their Eſtates,or pay due to them, 
left in the Caſtle of Chagre, and Puerto 
Velo, and a great part of my Men were 
Negrees , Nulattos and Jrdiays, to the 
number of about twelye hundred, be- 
ſides two hundred Negroes more belong- 
ing to the 4/tzento. Our Fire Arms _—

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few and bad, in compariſon of tho the 


| Enemy brought : For ours were C artins, 


Harquebuſles and Fowling pieces, but 
few Muskets for they had likewiſe teen 


leit in Puerto Velo and Chagre. 


- Now having formed the Army, into 
two double Squadrons, and the C aval- 
ry which were two hundred, mounted 
on the ſame tired Horſes which had 
brought them thither , and with two 


great Herds of Oxen and Bulls, drove 


thither by fifty Cow-keepers on purpoſe 
to diſorder the Enemy. The Army all 
appeared brisk and courageous, defire- 
ing nothing more than to engage ; nor 
wanted there any thing: of Kega/o to 
intuſe Spirit into: them. Eo that it 
ſeemed to me, by what I faw, and what 
they told me, that they would be atle 
to charge the Enemy like Lightning. 


On Wedxe/day morning, the Enemy 
appeared, ſeeming to direct their march 
towards our Rear .in three Squadrons, 
wherein they had two thouſand three 
hundred Men, as underſtood for ccrtain 
afterwards,but by and by they taking a 
compaſs, advanced to the Front of our

Fantar. impoſſible ; ſo that nothing hindering 
them, they entred the City, to which 
the Slaves and Owners of the Houſes 
had put Fire, and being all of Boards 
and Timber, 'twas moſt of it quickly 
burot, except the Audiencza, the Gover- 
nours Houſe, the Convent of the Mer- 
cedes, San Joſeph, the Suburbs of Ma- 
limbo, and Pierde Vidas, at which they 
ſay, the Enemy fretted very much for 
being diſappointed of their Plunder. 
And becauſe they had brought with 
them an Engliſh Man, whom they called 
The Prince, with intent there to Crown 
him /'ing if the Terra Firma. 


The Fng/i/hþ having thus got poſleri- 
on of the Relicks of our Town, found

After this misfortune, I gave order 
to all the People I mer, rhat they ſhould 
ſtay for me at Nata for there | intend- 
ed to form the Body of an Army, once 
more to encounter the Engliſh. But 
when I came to that City, I found not 
one Soul therein, for all were fled to 
the Mountains. 


The ſame happened to me at the 
Town from whence I diſpatched a Veſ- 
ſel to Peru, with the fad News of our 
misfortune, as I had done by Land to 
Guatimala, Mexico, and by Fuerto Velo 
tO Sparue. 


And although I afterwards attempted 
ſeveral times to form an Army, yet I 
could not do any good of it, becauſe 
no Man would be perſwaded to follow 
me. So that I remained utterly deſti- 
tute of any Guard, till ſuch time as the 
Engliſh marched back to the Caſtle of 
Chagre to make his Voyage for Ja- 
majca.

In the middle of all this Torrent of 
Afflition, it was no {mall good fortune, 
to have the Fort of San Geromino in P#- 
erto els finiſhed; And to- have the 
Fortifications of thoſe two Caſtles made 
there anew. Becauſe their firſt intent was 
to have attaqued the ſard'Caftles, which 
are, as report goes, well furniſhed with 
Men and Ammunition. | 


If all were loft, | hope God would 
give me patience to ſuffer ſo great a Pu- 
niſhment.

Sunday morning we Salled, faluting 
the City at our going off ; which they 
with the ſame number of Guns anſwered. 


Tueſday, Auguſt the firſt, we met with 
the Santa Cruz. Captain Franciſco Ga- 
ribaldo Commander, a Ship of thirty 
two Guns. Sixteen Petreros, and a 
hundred and ſix Men, ſhe belonged to 
the Grillos, and had on board a hun- 
dred and twenty thouſand pieces of Eight, 
with which ſhe was going from Car- 
thagena, to Corizo, to buy Negroes. Our 
of her we took Five Priſoners, which 
made our number thirty eight. After 
which we paſſed on ; And without any 
thing worthy of remark in our Voyage, 
mas, Jud over for Famaica; On Mux- 
day Auguſt the ſeventh in the morning, 
we arrived, and came to an Anchor 
in Port Royal Harbour. 
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
